uate body  including  not  less  than  1,000  women  is 
dcsiiablc.  ami  that  ihe  arrangements  should  be  coedu- 
tational  rather  than  coordinate."  For  reasons  peailiar 
lo  Princeton's  present  situation,  he  slaxes,  the  operating 
.nul  tlie  capital  costs  at  this  time  of  such  an  increase  in 
the  ntnliber  ol  students  (some  $;iOO.OOO-plus  in  addi- 
lional  anntial  expenses  and  approximately  S-5-niillion 
in  capital  outlay)  "are  surprisingly  reasonable."

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Admission  of  1,000  Women  to  Princeton  University  Urged 

The  10-raan  faculty-administration  committee  on  the  education  of  women  at  Prince- 
ton University  has  come  out  9-1  in  favor  of  admitting  at  least  1,000  women  to  the 
college  "as  quickly  as  the  necessary  funds  can  be  raised." 

The  final  di-ait  of  a  56-page  report  on  coeducaction,  written  by  conunittee  chairman 
Gardner  Patterson,  a  professor  of  economics  and  international  affairs,  was  released 
early  this  week  and  mailed  to  all  alumni,  faculty  and  students.  It  concluded  that  the 
intellectual,  cultural  and  social  advantages  of  coeducation  would  far  outweigh  its 
cost,  estimated  by  Mr.  Patterson  at  about  $25  million. 

An  earlier  draft  of  the  report,  leaked  to  The  Dail>'  Princetonian  in  mid  May,  had 
set  10  years  as  a  target  for  the  enrolln\ent  of  1.000  women,  some  250  in  eadi  class.  The 
final  version,  however,  sets  no  timetable,  urging  "as  short  a  tran^tion  period  as 
possible"  once  girls  set  foot  in  Nassau's  haUs. 

Approved  by  91  percent  of  the  faculty  and  83  percent  of  the  students,  the  report 
set  the  1,000  figure  after  a  study  of  coeducation  at  other  colleges.  The  committee 
wished  to  maintain  Princeton's  male  enrollment  at  its  present  3200,  and  found  that 
a  3-1  male-to-female  ratio  provided  most,  if  not  all,  of  coeducation's  educational  bene- 
fits. 
The  Patterson  study  also  advised  against  a  more  ex- 
pensive plan  for  "coordinate"  education,  which  would 
set  up  a  "sister  school"  in  the  Princeton  vicinity  with  a 
separate  faculty  and  other  resources.  Rather,  Mr.  Patter- 
son wrote.  "Princeton  ^ould  be  coeducational  from  the 
start,  with  a  single  Board  of  Trustees,  a  single  adminis- 
tration, a  single  faculty,  a  single  budget  and  a  single 
curriculum." 

Arthur  J.  Horton,  Princeton's  Director  of  I>evelopment. 
concerned  primarily  with  alumna  gifts  and  other  financial 
contributions,  was  the  only  member  of  Mr.  Patterson's 
committee  not  to  endorse  his  recommendations. 

"Princeton's  resources  are  already  sitralned  to  sustain 
her  progr^ns  of  teaching  and  researcli,"  Mr.  Horton  not- 
ed. "I  fear  that  appi'oval  of  the  Patterson  recommenda- 
tion would  have  a  damaging  effect  on  our  overall  fund- 
raising  efforts." 

The  other  members  of  the  committee,  however,  includ- 
ing Dean  of  the  College  Edward  D,  Sullivan  and  Provost 
WiUlajm  G.  Bowen,  "heartily  endorsed"  the  findings  and 
recommendations  of  the  Patterson  study,  commenting, 
"On  educational  grounds,  the  case  for  coeducation  is 
overwhelming:  and  t3iere  is  no  more  important  basis  on 
which  a  university  can  make  a  decision." 

The  report  was  forwarded  to  the  trustees  with  the 
"firm  endorsement"  of  Dr.  Goheen,  who  as  late  as  1965 
had  said,  "Coeducation  would  create  more  problems  Uian 
it  would  solve."  A  trustees  committee  headed  by  finance 
dhairman  Harold  H.  Helm  '20  will  study  cerfcaan  aspects 
of  coeducation  and  bring  the  matter  to  a  vote  in  several 
months.

"It  has  developed  a  pro- 
gram of  Christian  education 
which  will  enable  the  parents 
to  discover  what  they  are  in 
fact  -teaching,  and  to  dis- 
cover what  are  appropriate 
learnings  for  their  children 
as  they  come  to  regard  then

The  26'member  Committee, 
chaired  by  Frederick  T. 
Richards,  included  represen- 
tatives of  the  session,  church 
youth,  the  women's  associa- 
tion and  the  clergy.

(1)  the  task  of  teadhing 
has  sometimes  fallen  upon 
volunteers  whose  primary 
talents  lay  elsewhere,  put- 
ting a  heavy  burden  of  pre- 
paration  upon   them; 

C2)  the  substantial  turn- 
over of  teachers,  even  wdth- 
in    a    given    school    year.    A"

lion plant  in  Lawrence  Town-

According  to  general  man- 
ager Albert  J.  Wise,  the  Law- 
rence plant  will  employ  some
